(L.s.) THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Croydon quali- 
fied to vote in town affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall: 
in said town on Tuesday the 13th day of March next, 
at 10 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 

Article 1. To bring in your ballots upon the 
question as to whether the amendment proposed by 
the Convention to revise the constitution shail be ap- 
proved. 

Art. 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing 
year. / 

Art. 3. To choose a selectman for the ensuing three 
years. 

Art. 4. To choose one or more, not to exceed 
three, highway agents. 

Art. 5. To choose a treasurer for the ensuing year. — 

Art. 6. To choose a trustee of the trust funds for 
three years. _ 

Art. 7. To choose a collector of taxes, two or 
more auditors, library trustee for three years, fence- 
viewers, Measurers of, wood, surveyors of lumber, and 
such other officers and agents as the town may judge 
necessary to be chosen. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $1,667.00 for Trunk Line Maintenance on the 
State’s proposition to raise $3,333.00 for the same. 
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Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to ask for 
State aid for highways. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $25.00 for State Aid Maintenance. 

Art. 11. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise for the repairs of highways and bridges. 

Art. 12. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise for keeping the roads open during the 
winter. 

Art. 18. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise for defraying other town charges. 

Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $400.00 for the suppression of the “White Pine 
Blister Rust’’ in town. 

Art. 15. To transact any other business which 
may legally come before said meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


February 1, 1923. 
To the School Board of Croydon: 


I take pieasure in submitting to you my fourth 
annual schoo! report. 


The schools closed on June 16 for the summer va- 
eation. Four pupils were graduated from the East 
Viliage school, Clinton Barton, George Gross, Veronica 
Partridge and Arthur Barton. All of whom entered 
the Newport high school in September. The Flat and 
East Village schools reopened on September 5 but the 
opening of the Ryder’s Corner school was delayed until 
September 18. 


Up to February 1 twenty pupils have been regis- 
tered at the East Village school, but the present mem- 
bership is only eleven. The same cordial spirit, interest 
in school tasks, diligence and neatness, which have 
characterized the work of past years under Mrs. 
Muzzey’s direction, still prevail. 

At the Flat seventeen pupils have been registered, 
the present membership is nine. Present conditions 
here are very satisfactory. Mrs. Davis was granted a 
leave of absence for the winter term, and Mrs. Lulu 
Dent was given charge during her absence. 

Miss Melvina Davis taught the Ryder’s Corner 
school until December 8. Home duties precluded fur- 
ther continuance in school work, so she tendered her 


51 
resignation which the Board accepted. Miss Davis was 
a strong disciplinarian and a superior teacher. We re- 
geretted to lose her services as teacher. While the total 
enrolment was fourteen, owing to a change of residence 
of several families, there were but eight in the average 
membership. The school will be reopened in the spring. 


For the year ending June 30, 1922 three schools 
were maintained. Forty-seven different pupils were reg- 
istered. The average membership was 31.6; the average 
attendance, 29.3; the per cent of attendance, 93.7. The 
school year was thirty-six weeks. The schools were 
actually in session 344 half days and 16 half days were 
lost for holidays, etc. In June thirty-two pupils were 
promoted to the next grade, and five pupils failed of 
promotion. The district paid the tuition of children in 
out of town secondary schools.
